TORNADO DOES DAMAGE AT LINCOLN. 


Nebraska Swept by a Storm in Which 
Several Persons Are Hurt and 
Buildings Wrecked. 


Lincoln, Neb., May 12.—[{Special.]—This 
city was visited by a tornado at 3:15 this 
afternoon which did considerable damage 
to property, but no loss of life has been re- 
ported. A Bohemian Catholic Church was 
blown down, the roof torn from’ the Kelly 
Block, and the east cornice of the Merchants’ 
Hotel blown into the street., Trees on every 
street were blown down, the Ideal: Hotel 
unroofed, and the amphitheater at the fair 
grounds destroyed.

Supreme Court Dismisses the Ameri- 
can Building Association Case. 

Springfield, Ill, May 12.—In the case of the 
American Building and Investment Society 
vs. The People, ex rel. the Attorney-General, 
the Supreme Court has dismissed the writ, 
holding that the cause was not instituted in:

LIQUOR DEALERS TO INVOKE LAW 


** Monopoly has closed its itching palm upon 

another necessary of life.’’ 
, This is the assertion of an army of small 
tradesmen—retail butchers. and grocers, 
druggists, and saloonkeepers—and their, 
plaint is reéchoed in many parts of the city 
by housewives. 

The charge is made by these people that 
Chicago is in the clutch of a monster ice 
combine, relentless in its exactions. Prices 
have been advanced 87% to 100 per cent; 
while weights have been decreased in corre- 
sponding ratio. On top of this complaint is 
made that the combine is deaf to remon- 
strance and openly tells the public that it 
must “ grin and bear it.” 

Investigation has established the fact that 
there is open disregard for the rights of the 
consumer in the matter of price, weight, and 
choice of supply. What is even more con- 
vincing is the admission of representative 
men in the ice business that the condition of 
affairs complained of actually exists. Re- 
sponsibility for it is placed, of course, by 
these men on avaricious and dishonest 
drivers. 

Liquor Dealers Will Fight. 

Relief is to be sought from the oppressive 
exactions of the combine by the action of 
the various mercantile organizations. The 
Illinois State Liquor Dealers’ Protective As- 
sociation will be the first to move, a meet- 
ing having been called by President John 
Gainty for Wednesday, May 20, at Dan- 
ville, when measures for protection against 
short weights, extortionate prices, and other 
evils will be discussed. It was at first pro- 
posed to have the battle fought by the 
branch organizations in Chicago, but Presi- 
dent Gainty has received so many complaints 
from members of the association in other 
Illinois cities he concluded it was a matter of 
sufficient importance to warrant action by 
the State organization. 

When the liquor men have mapped out 
their course of procedure it is proposed to 
invite the codperation of the other trade so- 
cleties, either in making a similar fight on 
their own account or by a concerted move 
under the head of one general committee.

JUDICIAL DECISION ON THE CODY LAW 


Opinion Written by Justice Craig of 
Galesburge—Juastice Wilkin Dis- 
sents—Laws Must Apply to All. 


Springfield, Ill, May 12.—{Special.}—The 
decision of the Supreme Court declaring the 
Cody Sunday barber law unconstitutional 
was written by Justice Craig of Galesburg. 

In it the court sets aside the conviction of 
W. 8S. Eden, proprietor of a Chicago shop, 
who was fined $25 for keeping open his shop 
ou Sunday in violation of the Cody law. 
In this decision the court says: 

“ Under the law of this State as it existed 
prior to the passage of the act in question 
each and every citizen in the State was per- 
fectly free to labor and transact business 
| on Sunday or refrain from labor and busi- 
ness, as he might choose, so long as he did 
not disturb the peace and good order of so- 
clety. By the act in question an attempt 
has been made by the Legislature to in- 
augurate a radical change in the law as to

“The statute, as has been seen, declares 
that it shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to keep open any barber shop or 
carry on the business of shaving, hair cut- 
ting, or tonsorial work on Sunday. That 
act is plain and its meaning obvious. The 
owner of a place who carries on the business 
of a barber is prohibited from doing any 
business whatever during one day of the

Thomas B. King, a resident of Chicago for 
over fifty-six years, died at his home, No. 258 
Fortieth street, yesterday afternoon after 
an illness extending over a period of nearly 
eleven years. 

' He was born at Watertown, Oneida Coun- 


ty, N. Y., May 10, 1814, and came to Chicago’ 
in 1839. Soon after his arrival he built a 


canalboat, which he operated on the old IIli- 
nois Canal between McHenry, Copperas 
Creek, and La Salle, buying corn and other 
produce and bringing it here for sale. He 
prospered and built a flour mill at the forks 
of the North and South Branches, the firat 
built in the vicinity of Chicago. After op- 
erating it a few years Mr. King sold it for 
$25,000. This was considered a large trans- 
acti6n in the early ’40s. 

He was subsequently in the real estate and 
note brokerage business, and finally engaged 
in the produce business on South Water 
street, the firm name being King & Budd, 

The fire practically impoverished him, and 
his health was seriously affected. 

In 1873 he went on the Board of Tradeand 
did a commission brokerage business until 
1876, when he retired. 

He owned what is now much valuable 
down-town property. Ten acres about Thir- 
ty-fifth street and Vincennes avenue and 
forty acres at what is now Lawndale be- 
longed to him. With James McKinley, who 
died a short time ago, he purchased twenty 
acres about what is now Washington Park 
at $1.25 per acre. 

Mr. King was twice married. The maiden 
name of his second wife, who survives him, 
was Wilson. They had six children, all liv- 
ing. 

The funeral will take place on Thursday at 
1 o'clock.

ENGLAND’S INTEREST IN THE CREW.

London, May 12.—The Under Secretary of

named William Hilby (probably the man re- 
ferred to in the Havana dispatches as Gil- 
dea), who was born under the British flag, 
but who had, according to dispatches re- 
ceived from the British Consul at Havana, 
lost his British nationality by becoming a 
naturalized citizen of the United States. 

Madrid, May 12.—At a meeting of the Lib- 
eral Deputies and Senators last evening 
Sefior Sagasta admitted the difficulties at- 
tending the immediate application of re- 
forms to Cuba and denied the right of the 
United States to recognize the insurgents as 
belligerents, since, he added, they did noth- 
ing but flee before the Spanish troops, burn 
property, and commit murders. 

The Correspondencia says it believes that 
if Capt.-Gen. Weyler resigns he will be suc- 
ceeded by Gen. Blanco, Governor of the 
Philippine Islands, who will proceed to 
Cuba via the Pacific and San Francisco. 

The Minister for the Colonies, Sefior Tomas 
Castelano, denies that Capt.-Gen. Weyler 
intends to resign, and a dispatch from Ha- 
vara to the Imparcial denies also that the 
Captain-General intends resigning. 

Havana, May 12.—There is no foundation 
for the rumors that Capt.-Gen. Weyler has 
been dismissed. 

The naval authorities have formed an or- 
dinary court-martial for the trial of Charles 
Barnett and William Leavitt, the two Amer- 
icans who are said to have formed part of 
the Competitor expedition and who were 
captured by the local guerrilla of Palma, 
Pinar del Rio. 

Tne insurgent leader Felix Collazo and 
one of his followers named Asuncion Bucu, 


| who were recently captured by the Span- 


iards, have been shot by their guards while 
trying to escape. 

At Matanzas today Florentino Herrera, a 
colored man convicted of incendiarism, was 
executed. 

Admiral, Navarro has been assigned to pro- 
ceed with the trial of the schooner Compet- 
itor. The vessel is liable to a special juris- 
diction exclusive of: the cognizance of the 
marine court. 

KOREAN REBELS ARE DEFEATED. 
Repulsed by the Troops—The Black 
Plague Isa Checked. 

San Francisco, Cal., May 12.—The steamer 
China arrived today from YokohaTha and 
Hongkong and was permitted to dock imme- 

diately by the quarantine officers. 

Oriental advices state the plague apparent- 
ly has been checked, no unusual number of 
fatalities being reported. 

A number of Koreans are still in revolt. 
The rebels have formed themselves into four 
bands, each several hundred strong. They 
have had several engagements with the gov- 
ernment troops. Although the number killed 
appears to be small, the rebels seem to have 
had the worst of the encounters. From 
Seoul comes the statement that the Korean 
Government is on the eve of making a con- 
tract with an American syndicate for the 
construction of a railroad from Ninzen to 
Seoul. 

Japanese political influence in Korea is 
said to have passed to Russia and Americans 
and Chinese have captured all the Korean 
commerce. 

Alexandria, May 12.—Twenty-two deaths 
from cholera were reported here yesterday.

FILLEY AND KERENS ROW, 


FIGHT AT THE MISSOURI REPUBLIC- 
AN STATE CONVENTION. 


Factions Come to Blows Over the Pos- 
session of the St. Joseph Theater, 
in Which the Meeting Is to Be Held 
~Police Called Upon to Quell the 
Trouble—Seating of Contesting 
Delegations from St. Louis Cause 
of the Disturbance. 

St. Joseph, Mo., May 12.—!Special.]— 
Extreme turbulence characterized the open- 
ing of the Missouri State Republican con- 
vention this morning. Foran hour or morea 
riot was imminent. 

During the crush in front of the theater 
when the opening hour had arrived men 
were knocked down and the police were 
forced to handle obstreperous individuals 
in a rather forcible manner. As the hours 
passed the multitude became desperate and 
additions were made to the police detail. 
Gradually, as the crowd increased in size, 
curses reeked the air, and the scene was one 
of the wildest confusion. 

Finally, two stalwart Filley men from St. 
Louis went to the rear door of the theater 
and demanded admission. The guard in- 


‘formed them that they could not enter. ‘“‘ By 


heavens, we will enter,” the _ Filleyites 
roared, in language loud and furious. 

SimukKaneous with this utterance there was 
a crash and the door was broken open. One 
of the Filley insurgents succeeded in getting 
about half way through, when he was 
dragged back by the police officers. The 
patrol wagon was called, but while waiting 
for its arrival the pair of determined Filley- 
ites made their escape and became lost in 
the throng of surging humanity. 

After a delay of three hours Chairman 
Filley appeared on the stage and called the 
convention to order. After the reading of 
the call prayer was offered and Mayor 
Vories welcomed the delegates to the city. 
The building was packed to the doors, but 
the delegates seemed to have forgotten their 
wrath and aside from a few bruised heads 
and black ‘eyes, where delegates had been 
struck with policemen’'s clubs in the row, 
there were no evidences of what had fora 
time threatened to end in a fierce riot. 

Filley made a short speech in which he 
predicted success for the Republicans of 
Missouri this year. He was loudly cheered, 
but above the cheers could be heard cries for 
‘*Maj. William Warner!’’ Filley did not 
heed the calls, and announced the tem- 
porary officers as follows: Chairman, Con- 
gressman Richard Barthold; Secretary, 
Albert Griffin. 

The cries for Warner continued, but above 
all could be heard the voice of the Chairman 
calling the roll of Congressional districts 
for members of the three committees— 
Credentials, Permanent Organization, and 
Resolutions. 

Chairman Barthold addressed the conven- 
tion at length, and at the end of his speech 
refused to entertain any motion except one 
to adjourn. 

The anti-Filley followers had a caucus 
after adjournment and attempted to arrange 
matters that they might seat the contesting 
delegations in the Eleventh, Twelfth, and 
Thirteenth Districts. A hot fight was waged 
in the Credentials committee rooms and the 
Filley men refused to entertain a proposition 
for a compromise. 

At 9:30 the Credentials committee was not 
ready to report, and the delegates and spec- 
tators, who filled the convention hall, amused 
themselves by listening to speeches from 
Fire Alarm Flannigan, Webstar Davis, Maj. 
Warner, and others. 

When the Committee on Platform made 
its report the following resolutions were 
presented and adopted with a hurrah: 

** We demand a return to the sound Repub- 
lican policy of protection and reciprocity. 
Under the doctrine of reciprocity as advo- 
cated by Blaine and enforced by Harrison’s 
administration our export trade was vastly 
increased and new and enlarged markets 
were opened to our farm products. The re- 
peal of that law by the Democratic Congress 
has closed the markets of many foreign 
countries to a large portion vf American 
products. 

** We are firm and emphatic in our demand 
for Honest money. We believe that our 
money should not be inferior to the money 
of the most enlightened nations of the earth. 
We are unalterably opposed to any scheme 
that threatens to debase or depreciate our 
currency. We favor the use of silver as 
currency, but to the extent only and under 
such regulations that its parity with the 
present gold standard can be maintained, 
and in consequence we are opposed to the 
free, unlgnited, and independent coinage of 
silver at a ratio of 16 tol. 

“We recognize the Hon. William McKin- 
ley as the champion of the doctrine of pro- 
tection, a gallant soldier, an able statesman, 
and a true and loyal American, and the 
delegates elected by this convention are 
directed to cast their votes for the nomina- 
tiom of William McKinley for President of 
the United States.’’ 

At 1:15 this morning Filley was elected 
Chairman of the State committee and dele- 
gate to the National convention at St. Louis. 


SOUND MONEY AND A WOOL TARIFF. 


This Is the Platform of Indiana’s Plat- 
form for Governor. 
Crawfordsville, Ind., May 12.—[Special.]— 
James A. Mount, Republican candidate for 
Governor of Indiana, in a personal interview 
today declared unequivocally in favor of 
honest money, and soon after opened his 
campaign in a brief addréss before the Tunis 
Sheep Growers’ Association in the court- 
house here. Among other things Mr. Mount 

said: 

‘‘T am opposed to anything which savors 
of repudiation. The best money in the 
world is none too good for our laboring men. 
I believe in an honest dollar as I believe in 
honesty everywhere.”’ 

At the annual of the association Mr.‘ 
Mount was introduced by the President, J. 
A. Gillams, who declared ‘that though a 
Democrat and the son of an Andrew Jack- 
son supporter he believed he was presenting 
to his fellow-members the next Governor 
of the State. Mr. Mount replied at some 
length. 

‘“ During the two years in which the Mc-

COUNTER TENOR WINS IT. 


METROPOLITAN HANDICAP AT MOR- 
RIS PARK A GREAT HACE, 


Sir Walter, the Favorite, Finishes 
Third, St. Maxim, the Despised Out- 
sider, Beating Him for a Piace— 
Hornpipe Is Prominent in First 
Part of Race, but Falls Back in the 
Bunch When the Homestretch Is 
Reached—Fifteen Thousand Attend 

New York, May 12.—The opening day at 
Morris Park was a complete success, as 
fully 15,000 people saw some fine contests 
and a spectacular finish in the Metropolitan 
Handicap which sent them away in good 
humor. 

The track was in the best possible condi- 
tion and the buildings were fresh and bright 
in the spring sunlight. There was a large 
attendance of the fashionable element. 
There was a number of policemen in plain 
clothes scattered about the track, to the 
annoyance of the management, but, al- 
though they made many threats, they did 
nothing to interfere with betting men. 

The big crowd waited through the three 
preceding races for the event of the day, 
which was fourth on the card, and it was 
a quarter to 5 when the six candidates for 
the honor of the first great race of the year 
made their appearance at the gates of the 
paddock and paraded a short distance up 
the stretch. The withdrawal of Henry of 
Navarre had established Sir Walter at once 
as the favorite, chiefly on account of his 
jockey, Taral, and the fact that he was on 
his own track, while Counter Tenor and 
Dorian were equal favorites, the former 
having been well backed, as Lakeland, his 
trainer, was confident of victory. 

On to a Good Start. 

They reached the post in gocd time, and, 
after one ur two slight breaks anda general 
breakaway, they were sent off to a good 
start, with Hornpipe quickest on his feet 
and but a head in front of Sir Walter, he a 
head in front of Dorian, forming the front 
division, while'a length away were Rubicon, 
St. Maxim, and Counter Tenor, necks apart. 
They reached the end of the first quarter in 
the same order as at the start. Then came 
the climb up the hill, which has caused 
many a good horse to falter, and today was 
no exception to the rule. As they swept 
around the turn, which Sir Walter knew so 
well, Taral urged his mount a little, and the 
sturdy son of Midlothian took the lead away 
from the Brooklyn: Handicap winner of last 
year, both taking a little longer lead on the 
rest of the ffeld, which maintained about the 
same positions as at the fall of the flag, Sir 
Walter being a neck in front of Hornpipe, he 
a length before Dorian, who was a head in 
front of Rubicon, while St. Maxim and 
Counter Tenor, a neck apart, were holding 
the rear. 

Along the top of the hill the half-dozen 
rushed with quickening strides, and as they 
turned to come down the hill there was a 
re pid change in the positions, and the weak- 
est began tu falter. A dozen strides down 
the hill and they were at the three-quarter 
pole, with Sir Walter a length in the lead of 
Hornpipe, who was sliding back, and was 
only a head tn front of Rubicon, both urged 
to their utmost to keep where they were. 
‘Dorian was a Half length behind, with his 
bolt short, then came Counter Tenor and St. 
Maxim, who had changed places, and were 
getting ready for the final rush, 

They were well down the hill at the mile 
post, and Hamilton had taken Counter 
Tenor on the outside uptIinto third place, and 
was working in earnest. Rubicon was, how- 
ever, a lenath and a half in front of him,and 
Sir Walter a neck further away, and onlya 
furlong to go. St. Maxim was a length be- 
hind the Ruppert crack, while Dorian was 
absolutely out of it. Taral and Clayton dug 
the leaders with their spurs, and banged the 
whips against their quivering sides, but it 
was of no use. They were worn out and could 
not respond. 


Counter Tenor by a Half Length. 


The field rush came, and when it was ail 
over a big chestnut with a grinning and tired 
negro swept past the judges, winner by a 
half length in one of the finest finishes seen 
in years. St. Maxim, the despised outsider, was 
in second place, a neck in front of the game 
Sir Walter, and the others were trailing. 
How the crowd cheered. From the roar 
that arose it seemed as though the favorite 
had won, but he was in third place, where he 
has been so often in the big races. 

Then came the half-mile dash for an unruly 
lot of 2-year-olds, which was won by the 
favorite, Challenger, and the people went 
home, not caring to wait for a two-horse 
race, The first race was thought to be a 
good thing for the high-priced Hastings and 
he was held at almost prohibitive odds. He 
had to be flogged to win and was distressed 
at the end. 

The second race was for selling platers 
and Lehman was a strong favorite, although 
Copyright was well backed, but was out of 
his class and was beaten by Lehman and 
Brisk, who were necks ahead of him at the 
end. The third race wasthe Juvenile Stakes 
at five furlongs for 2-year-olds.

ENTRIES FOR BIG ROAD RACE CLOSE. 


Many Unknowns Go In and Handicap- 
per Erwin Will Be Kept Busy. 

Chairman Root and C. P. Dasey of the 
Entry committee for the road race kept open 
office last night until the clocks struck 12, 
when the entries footed Up a total of 640. 
The number is 125 or 150 in excess of any 
previous year. 

With the beginning of office hours yester- 
day the secretaries and other officers of 
clubs thronged Mr. Root’s office with filled- 
out blanks and the accompanying fee till he 
was up to his ears in business and the drawer 
of his desk filled to the edge with cash.

Carlyle, IIL, May 12.—[{Special.]—The at- 
torneys who were instrumental in the defeat 
of the Chicago bondsmen in their suit 
against the Ramsay estate have been the re- 
cipients of many congratulations from the 
general creditors. Certificates of deposit 
that could have been purchased for 20 cents 
on the doNar ten days ago are now held at 
par.

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TO OUST THE COMMITTEE. 


HONEST MONEY DEMOCRATS WILL 
SPRING A SURPRISE. 


Think There Is Authority to Depose 
the State Executive Body, of Which . 
William H. Hinrichsen Is Chair- 
man, and Over Which Altgeld Is 
Said to Have Undue Infiuence— 
Charges of Dickers with Populists 
im Silwer’s Behalf. 

There may be a new Democratic State Cen- 
tral committee in Illinois before the nation- 
al convention meets. 

There is a movement on foot now among 
the honest money leaders with that result 
in view. Whether it is pushed to a con- 
clusion depends upon the treatment the pro- 
motets. receive at the forthcoming primaries. 

It is charged that the present committee 
is more Populist in sentiment than Demo- 
cratic, and does not, therefore, represent 
the party. 

The scheme is to have the National com- 
mittee, which stands for every interest of 
the Democratic party, declare an emer- 
gency, overthrow the Altgeld-Hinrichsen 
combination, and organize an entirely new 
committee—one that will not be under con- 
trol of the Populistic and 16 to 1 silver crowd. 

It was not intended anything should get 
out about the matter so soon, and for that 
reason those most directly concerned pro- 
fessed ignorance regarding it when first 
questioned for information yesterday. But 
Ben T. Cable admitted there had been some 
talk in that direction, and said the National 
committee could, under the power it has, 
make a change. Mr. Cable had a conference 
at honest money headquarters in the Palmer 
House last evening with Franklin Mac- 
Veagh, H. 8S. Robbins, John P. Hopkins, W. 
A. Vincent, R. E. Spangler, C. A. Ewing of 
Decatur, E. R. Ridgely of Springfield, and 
Theodore Donovan, who holds the position 
of private secretary to Senator Palmer. The 
ostensible object of their meeting was to dis- 
cuss State organization, but in that connec- 
tion, it is understood, the more important 
question of getting a new State Central com- 
mittee was considered. | 

Letters were received from W: 8. Fore- 
man, East St. Louis; J. J. Jones, Galena; 
Edward Ducey, Pittsfield; and W. A. Rich- 
ardson of Quincy, giving assurance of their 
sympathy with the honest money move- 
ment. 

Hinrichsen a Wrecker. 

It is charged the present State Central 
committee, with William H. Hinrichsen, 
whose chief hobby is free silver, as its Chair- 
man will, if allowed to continue, simply 
wreck the party in Illinois. The honest 
money Democrats want to prevent a catas- 
trophe of this kind if they can. Their chief 
hope, therefore, so some of them think, lies 
in overthrowing this committee and estab- 
lishing in tts place an organized body that 
will represent only Democratic voters. It is 
claimed-evidence has been obtained which 
goes to show the ring now in command has 
been negatiating with the Populists, promis- 
ing them representation on the State ticket 
if they will make no nominations but give 
their support to the free coinage wing of 
Democracy. 

The fight is growing hotter and bitterer 
every day. Chairman Gahan has been re- 
quested by sixteen members of the County 
Central committee to call a special meeting 
for the purpose of reconsidering the resolu- 
tions calling primaries, and substitute an- 
other, providing they shall be held under the 
Crawford law. But up to a late hour last 
night no reply Nad been received from Mr. 
Gahan. Secretary Burke said he was at 
his home ill and would not be able to come 
down-town for several days. Failure to 
recognize this request may hasten along the 
movement to get the National committee 


interested. 

However, nothing definite will be done in 
that direction, so it was said, until after 
the Cook County primaries and convention 
are held. The honest money people think it 
advisable to wait and see what sort of treat- 
ment they get from the machine at the pri- 


maries. 

At the conference last evening it was de- 
cided that an organization must be formed 
in every county in the State, and Mr. Hop- 
kins, who has charge of that work, will pro- 
ceed to business at once. 

Regarded as Suspicicus. 

The action of the National Democratic Bi- 
metallic League in securing rooms in which 
to open headquarters at the Sherman House, 
close to the headquarters of the State Cen- 
tral committee, was looked upon by the hon- 
est money leaders as another indication of 
the proposed determination of the State and 
county machines to force a free silver dele- 
gation on the National convention. 

A manager of the State machine declared 
that the league was opening headquarters 
here in advance of the National convention 
and would take no more interest in the IIli- 
nois fight than that of any other State. This 
same manager also declared the National 
committee could not step in and organize a 
new State Central committee. 

However, as Mr. Cable is a member of the 
National committee it is thought he ought 
to know something about its powers. Still, 
Mr. Cable said the matter had not as yet 
reached that point where the honest money 
leaders think it absolutely necessary to 
appeal to the National committee. They 
continue to have hopes the County commit- 
tee will accord them their demands for fair 
primaries. 


PREPARING FOR COMING BATTLE. 


Honest Money Democrats of the Sec- 
dnd Ward Organize. 

Honest money Democrats of the Second 
Ward met at Central Hall, Twenty-second 
street and Wabash avenue, last night to 
perfect their organization and get ready to 
do business with the cheap money Demo- 
crats at the coming primaries. 

The temporary organization adopted at an 
earlier meeting .was made permanent and 
the officers of the ward club therefore are:

REAL POWER BEHIND M’KINLEY. 


Col. John Hay Said to Be the Man Who 
Has Directed His Canvass. 

Washington, D. C., May 9.—{New York 
Sun.)—There is in Washington a man who 
is said to have been more closely connected 
with the McKinley campaign than any 
other, with the possible exception of Di- 
rector-in-Chief Mark Hanna. He has made 
large contributions to the legitimate cam- 
paign expenses and has been consulted at 
every stage of the canvass. His name has 
not been added to the table of estimates 
that have been sent out every Sunday even- 
ing, nor is he known to the rank and file 
of the McKinley boomers. Nevertheless, 
it is his hand that has guided much of the 
machinery that has set in motion the wave 
of McKinley enthusiasm, and it is his advice 
that has been followed by the managers in 
many important steps they have taken since 
the effort to make McKinley the Republican 
nominee was commenced more than two 
years ago. This man has long been a friend 
of McKinley and devoted to his personal 
and political fortunes. With great wealth 


McKinley’s debts at the time of his misi- 
ness failure were examined this man’s name 


spirits in managing the McKinley cam- 
paign, is John Hay, author, poet, and dip- 
lomat, and those whose opinions are worthy 
of respect declare him to be McKinley’s 
closest personal and political friend, and 
certain to be Secretary of State in his Cab- 
inet should the Ohio man be elected Presi- 
dent of the United States. Col. Hay has 
lived in Wasington almost continuously 
since he was Assistant Secretary of State 
in the Hayes Cabinet, and here he has done 
his important literary and journalistic work. 
His wife was the daughter of the late Amasa 
Stone of Cleveland, one of the richest men 
in the United States, and they live in a 
beautiful house on the corner of Sixteenth 
and I streets, just across Lafayette square 
from the White House. Here Col. Hay put 
the finishing touches to the life of Lincoln, 
which he and John J. Nicolay published a 
few years ago, and here he has done much of, 
if not all of, the creditable literary work 
that has appeared from his pen since the 
life of Lincoln was finished. He and his 
family are among the best known of the 
fashionable set of Washington society, and 
with the political leaders and the admin- 
istration officials he is on terms of the 
closest intimacy. To the rank and file of 
the Republican party and to the plain pri- 
vate citizen of Washington Col. Hay is very 
little known, and it will be a surprise to 
them to learn that he has been a silent power 
behind the movement intended to bring 
about the nomination of McKinley. 

Col. Hay first came to Washington as a 
young man from Illinois, where he had 
studied for the law, and he became one of 
the private seé@retaries for President Lin- 
coln, the other being John G. Nicolay, who 
was afterward, until a few years ago, Mar- 
shal of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. From 1865 to 1867 Mr. Hay was 
Seretary of Legation at Paris, and fora 
year thereafter held a similar post at Vienna. 
He was Secretary of Legation at Madrid in 
1869 and 1870, and after that for eight or 
nine years lived chiefly at Cleveland, en- 
gaged in literary lahors. He was appointed 
Assistant Sercetary of State under Secre- 
tary Evarts on Nov. 1, 1879, and held that 
office until May, 1881, being succeeded by 
Robert R. Hitt of Illinois, who had previous- 
ly been Secretary of Legation at Paris, and 
who is now Chairman of the House Commit- 
teen on Foreign Affairs.

PRAYERS FOR INGERSOLL AN ISSUE. 


Dr. Quayle Tells the Methodist Confer- | 


ence the Proceedings of the Chris- 
tian Endeavorers Were Idiotic. 


Cleveland, O., May 12.—[Special.]—Some 
feeling against the Christian Endeavor 
Societies came to the surface today in the 
M. E. conference. It was caused by the 
Rev. W. A. Quayle of Kansas City. Ata 
meeting last night of the Committee on the 
State of the Church he characterized as 
idiotic the action of the society last Thanks- 
giving day in offering prayer for the salva- 
tion of the soul of R. G. Ingersoll. 

Mr. Quayle was today brought to task for 
the remark just as soon as the conference 
was called to order. The Rev. J. F. Cheney 
of Central New York presented a resolution 
which practically censured the Kansas City 
pastor. Dr. Quayle, who was formerly Pres!- 
dent of the Baker University of Kansas, ex- 
plained his remarks. He said he did not say 
the Christian Endeavor Society was idiotic, 
but-he thought praying for the great agnostic 
was idiotic. 

He said he thought the conference voiced 
his sentiments on that subject. 

A hundred voices replied: **‘ We do.” “I 
then move,”’ said Dr. Quayle, ‘“‘ that the 
resolution be laidonthetable.’’ Mr. Cheney 
was not permitted to withdraw his resolu- 
tion and the motion to lay the resolution on 
the table was adopted amid applause. 

Dr. Buckley of New York moved to ex- 
punge the resolution from the journal. Dr. 
Bristol of Chicago said he was not afraid 
of the record, but after much confusion the 
motion to keep the’ matter out of the Daily 
Advocate and the Journal was adopted. 

Dr. Quayle, while before the conference, 
declared the headlines of one of the local 
papers were especially objectionable to him. 
He read the headline, which was as follows: 
** Idiotic Methodists Thus Refer to Christian 
Endeavorers.”’ He denied the language of the 
headline, and the conference applauded. No 
attempt was made to consider the language 
which the papers charged was used. Onthe 
contrary all attempts by Mr. Cheney to get 
at the facts of the case were howled down. 

Mr. J. F. Cheney, the author of the res- 
olution, expressed himself as amazed that 
a body like the conference should take such 
action. Said he: ‘‘I am surprised beyond 
measure that the conference should shirk 
responsibility on this matter. They should 
have taken action and should have sent 
fraternal delegates to assure the Christian 
Endeavorers of the stand of the conference.” 

After the excitement of the day had some- 
what subsided a resolution looking to a re- 
vision of the whole constitution of the church 
was presented by Elvin Swarthout, a layman 
from Michigan. For this purpose he pro- 
posed to have appointed a constitutional 
commission, consisting of two ministers 
and two laymen from each conference dis- 
trict. His resolution provided for all the de- 
tails of such a commission. It was referred. 
The commission is to meet in Chicago. 

The question of changing the date of open- 
ing the General Conference from the first day 
of May to the first Wednesday of May was 
made the order of business for 9 o’clock this 
morning. 

Chaplain C. C. McCabel, who has interested 
himself in the movement to bring Father 
Kolazewski and his congregation into the 
Methodist Church, today said they would 
go slow in the matter. In response to a 
question regarding the status of the affair 
he replied: *‘ That is a matter in which we 
will go slow. It is outside the jurisdiction of 
the General Conference, and comes within 
the conference of Presiding Elder Fisher 
and that conference will treat of it.’’: 

Prof. E. T. Nelson, one of the Committee 
on Missions, suggested economizing by dis- 
continuing the publication of the reports of 
missionary subscriptions by. conferences 
but a resolution to this effect was buried 
under other business. The committee rec- 
ommended that the contingent fund of mis- 
slons be increased from $25,000 to $50,000. 
The committee decided to recommend that 
the General Conference missionary societies 
shall appoint a Secretary in each Presiding 

zider’s district to serve without compensa- 
tion. Judge Shier presented an enabling act 
fcr the establishment of a Hung Hwan mis- 
sion in China and it was adopted. 

The Committee on Education received a 
report from the subcommittee on consoli- 
dation of the educational societies.

CHAIRMAN OF THE REPUBLICAN 
STATE CENTRAL COMMITTEE, 


Named Without a Dissenting Vote and 
with the Co-operation of Former 
Competitors—Something of a Sur- 
prise to Those Not Informed of a 
Little Conference Preceding the 
Meeting—Impromptu Love Feast at 
Which Tanner Gives Some Advice. 


Charles P. Hitch was yesterday elected

When Dr. Jamieson announced that the 
election of a Chairman was in order Charles 
S. Rannells immediately secured the fioor 
and placed Mr. Hitch in nomination. Dr. 
Wilcox followed with a motion to make him 
the choice by acclamation. It was done. 


Some Are Surprised. 


All this surprised some of the committee- 
men who did not know what had been going 
on earlier in the day. Mr. Rannells and Dr. 
Wilcox had been prominent candidates in

BROWN FOR THE VICE-PRESIDENCY. 


Ex-Governor of Rhode Island Formal- 
ly Announces His Candidacy.

THE MAYOR’S MESSAGE. 

Mayor Swift’s message, sent to the Coun- 
cil Monday night, is a clear, comprehensive, 
business-like statement, giving an account 
of what he has done during the last year and 
of the present condition of the city’s finan- 
cial and other affairs. 

Two facts are brought out prominently 
in the message. One of them is the econo- 
my with which the City Government has 
been administered and the other the lack 
of revenue, the income of the city being so 
small that only the most pinching parsimony 
can prevent an increase of the floating debt, 
which is already too large. 

During the year the bonded debt has been 
reduced $534,000. The pay-rolls of the De- 
partment pf Public Works were $678,000 
less than for the preceding twelvemonth 
and the expenditures of the Police Depart- 
ment were decreased $365,000. In the office 
of the Commissioner of Buildings there was 
a net gain of $19,000. Owing largely to 
better administration there was a gain of 
$465,000 in the license receipts. 

Yet, in spite of all the economy practiced 
by Mayor Swift during those months of 
1895 when he was in office, the city incurred 
during that year expenses in excess of its 
income for corporate purposes amounting to 
$105,000, and judgments were entered up 


against it by the gas companies and others 


for $440,000. Thus it happened that the 
total deficiency in cash Jan. 1, 1896, to meet 
outstanding obligations was about half a 
million greater than it was Jan. 1, 1895. 
But for the extravagant expenditures of 
the Hopkins administration during the first 
quarter of 1895 the deficiency would not 
have been as great. 

The Mayor reiterates in his message what 
he has said on previous occasions about the 
insufficient income of the city. The Drain- 
age, Board, the schools, and the parks get 
more money. The city does not. Its in- 
come, derived from taxation, decreases. 
He points out how the proper ¢leaning and 
lighting of the city is interfered with by 
this scarcity of money, and a condition of 
affairs results which citzens will have to sub- 
mit to until the city can increase its income, 
To enable it to do that “ proper legislation 
must be had.” He is of the opinion that the 
township system of assessing and collecting 
taxes in this county must be done away 
with. 

There have been many complaints about 
the special assessment system. ‘The Mayor 
says the Department of Public Works has 


borrowing foreign capital to help crush the 


rebels, who were aided by the British in 
many ways. 

No more greenbacks were issued than 
were needed to pay the soldiers and do the 
business of the country. War taxes were 
about as heavy as the people could stand, 
and were much heavier than the Copper- 
heads wanted. But there would not have 
been as many greenbacks put in circulation 
if the war had not been protracted as it was 
by the disloyal attitude of so many Northern 
Democrats. Nor would they have sunk so 
low but for the malign back-fire of those 
Copperhead Democrats. 

lor there are two facts which never must 
be lost sight of in discussing this matter. 
One is, that the Southern Democrats forced 
the war on the Union men of the North. 
The other is, that had the North been as 
unanimous for the preservation of the 
Union as was the South for its destruc- 
tion the war would have ended long before 
it was and with an enormous saving of blood 
and treasure. The Republicans and war 
Democrats made the best use of the means 
at their command to crush the rebellion 
and restore the Union, and they are entitled 
to all the credit and the Copperhead Demo- 
crats to all the obloquy aud contempt. 

No one at that time was able to suggest 
financial methods better than those that 
were adopted, and no one has done So since. 
The fighting staff editor of the Chronicle did 
not suggest better methods then and he does 
not now and cannot. He says he was on the 
Union side during the war, but he carps, 
slurs, and fault finds now at what was done 
just as the Copperheads did from 1861 to 
1866. From then on till resumption they 
advocated paying the bonds in new emissions 
of irredeemable greenbacks so as to defraud 
the bondholders out of their money. They 
and most of their offspring are now rank 16 
to 1 advocates clamoring for cheap, debased 


money. :

BOARD OF TRADE AND BUCKET-SHOP. 

The many Aldermen who voted on Mon- 
day evening against the passage of an ordi- 
nance designed to close the bucket-shops 
in this city must be shockingly ignorant as 
to facts or in sympathy with the out-and-out 
gambling element. Led by -Ald. O'Neill, 
who ought to know better, they took the 
position that there is no radical difference 
between the Board of Trade and the,bucket- 
shop. Some one ought to have informed 
them that the first selling value of the 
produce received in. this city in 1892 ex- 
ceeded 500 million dollars, that the average 
for each of the last ten years has exceeded 
400 millions, and that nearly all of this vast 
aggregate of produce is handled and dis- 
posed of by members of the Chicago Bourd 
of Trade. It is true the total includes the 
value of the animals received at the Chicago 
Stock-Yards, but those who buy for city 
packing are members of the board and dis- 
pose of a great part ofthe product on 
‘Change. The board provides an actual 
market for more than 400 million dollars’ 
worth of the products of the farm each year, 
either in original or derived form, its mem- 
bers and their transactions holding the sur- 
plus when the offerings for the time being 
exceed the demand on behalf of con- 
sumers, and sell the property for use 
by the people who inhabit vast areas 
in this and other countries. The 
board and its members are equally use- 
ful to the community, though on a much 
larger scale, with the men in city or country 
who buy dry goods or groceries at whole- 
sale and sell the same over the counter to 
consumers. The fact is, they handle and 
sell property to a greater aggregate of value 
each year than the total sales of all the 
other merchandise sold in this city at whole-

The message mentions the efficient work 
done by the Police Department in suppress- 
ing gambling and by the Health Depart- 
ment in guarding the public health by giving 
the people an improved milk supply. What 
has been done in the way of raising railroad 
tracks is recapitulated and a decided opin- 
ion is expressed in favor of exacting mone- 
tary compensation for the city for street 
privileges whenever reasonable or practica- 
ble. The Mayor’s report is, in a word, an 
admirable summary of the good work of a 
year. 


ANOTHER COPPERHEAD EFFUSION. 

The fighting staff editor of the Chronicle 
turns away from the living question of free 
silver, which is giving his party so much 
trouble, to discuss and to find fault with the 
financial policy of the Republicans and 
their allies, the war Democrats, a third of a 
century ago, during the rebellion. He de- 
nounces, among other things, what he calls 
the excessive issue of greenbacks. 

This intensely hostile critic of the meas- 
ures adopted to carry on the war to defeat 
secession’ does not mention the fact that 
shortly before it began the Democrats were 
in full control of the government and had 
wrecked its finances. They had crippied its 
revenues by cutting down tariff duties al- 
most to free trade level, and had te meet cur- 
rent expenses ky issuing interest-bearing 
Treasury notes and selling bonds for what 
they could get for them. They had man- 
aged to run up what was in those days a 
heavy debt when they handed over an empty 
Treasury to Mr. Lincoln. 

At the commepcement of 1861 the cur- 
rency in use in the United States was made 
up of the notes of State banks—good, bad, 
and ‘indifferent—and of a little gold. Most 
of it was in the vaults of the Eastern banks 
and served as the basis for their notes. 

When Congress met the Republicans and 
the war Democrats, acting together, au- 
thorized the issue of interest-bearing Treas- 
ury notes and the sale of bonds. The gov- 
ernment applied to the New York banks and 

got a small loan fromthem. The early ex- 
penses of the war, which were comparative- 
ly small, were met in that way. 

But before long all the banks in the coun- 
try suspended specie payment. Not one of 
them would redeem its notesin coin. Then, 
when the currency had become linited to ir- 
redeemable State bank notes of indefinite 
value, which the government did not want 
to use, it became necessary to provide a_ 
national currency. 

Therefore the Republicans and the Union 
Democrats in Congress passed laws for the 
issue of non-interest-bearing notes called

At a later day the 


national bank system was devised, which |

The reading world mourns the 
loss of Eugene Field and that of Bill Nye 
for the same reason, vitally different as 
were the powers of thetwomen. Puck has 
been especially unfortunate in losses of this 
kind of late.- The death of Keppler, its 
founder and the greatest of its cartoonists, 
followed but recently by the loss of Hutch- 
ins, another of its cartoonists, and now 
capped by the death of Bunner, proves 
anew that misfortunes never come singly. 
even to purveyors of laughter. 

Mr. Bunner’s fine, true touch, whether in 
prose or in verse, should make much of his 
work survive him long. “ Zadoc Pine and 
Other Stories” is perhaps the best of his 
books, though “‘ The Story of a New York 
House,” “‘ The Midge,” “ Airs from Arcady 
and Elsewhere,” * Love in Old Clothes,” 
and the more recent “ Short Sixes”. and 
“Runaway Browns” all show traces of 
remarkable humor and delicacy. Bunner’s 
brief chant-royal, ““Behold the Deeds,” 
will always remain a curiosity and a tri- 
umph of difficult verse making. 

It is to be hoped that the best of Mr. Bun- 
ner’s recent contributions to Puck will be 
collected by a discriminating hand and 
added to the literary nionument commem- 
orating this apostle of true, manly, and 
harmless wit. 
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CODY BARBER LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

The Cody law, making it a crime for bar- 
ber shops to keep open for business on Sun- 
day, has been declared unconstitutional by 
the Illinois Supreme Court. It is held that 
the right to work on Sunday is the barber's 
property and to take that property away 
from him is not justifiable. In a general 
sense also the law is class legislation, as it 
singles out one business or trade for its appli- 
cation and therefore violates the spirit if 
mot the letter of the Constitution in this 
respect. ‘The “decision follows the prece- 
dents set by California and Missouri, in 
which States the same question came up and 
was settled in the same way, and will meet 
the approval of a large majority of the citi- 
zens who have regarded it as puritanical in 
effect and not in touch with present condi- 
tions. 

The law aroused bitter antagonism atthe 
beginning and has been fought in Chicago 
with especial vigor in the belief that it would 
not be sustained by the higher court. It 
had a certain sentimental support at first, 
but when it became operative proved to be 
obnoxious even to the barbers whom it was 
theroetically désigned to aid. The Chicago 
Barbers’ Protective Association remained 
true to the cause to the end in the hope of 
obtaining the day’s respite for its members 
and forcing other barbers to stop work 


- whether they wanted to or not. But the 


“other barbers" have been as numerous 
probably as those in the association, and 
from the barbers’ standpoint the law has 
worked about evenly as a benefit and a 
burden. The effort to environ the law in a 
moral atmosphere made by the “ ultra-Sun- 
day observers " was alwaysridiculous. To 
forbid a man employing a barber to shave 
him in a barber shop and yet allow him to 
purchase any other commodity he desired 
for the inner or outer man was a distinction 


than a lot of bettings by the customer with 
the “ proprietor” of the institution that 
the prices paid by actual dealers on Change 
will or will not touch certain named figures, 
or pass them, before the lapse of a time 
stated in the “ contract "ineachcase. The 
bucket-shops and their patrons have no 
more to do with buying from the producer or 
selling to the consumer than the swarm of 
flies around a barrel of sugar have to do 
with the transfer of the contents from the 
possession of the merchant into the cups of 
tea or coffee on the breakfast table. 

That some of the so-called trading on the 
Board of Trade is akin to gambling may not 
be denied. But it also is true that a large 
part of the speculative trading that is ob- 
jected to is just as valid and valuable as is 
the purchase of a larger stock of any kind 
of merchandise than is wanted immediately 
because the merchant thinks the goods 
will rise in value while in his hands. The 
people at country stations who buy wheat 
and corn from the farmers in the fall and 
winter to hold for cheap lake transportation 
in the spring would need a much larger 
capital than they now use, and would have 
to charge and pay for its employment, if 
they were not able to sell equal quantities 
for future delivery in the speculative mar- 
ket of this city, and they could not sell thus 
if trading for future were prohibited. ‘They 
cannot do this selling in the bucket-shops. 
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ALTGELD IS MUTE. 

Gov. Altgeld informed a correspondent on 
Monday that “there was not a word of 
truth” in the “intimation in a Chicago 
paper that I received money from ‘the 
Treasury during the Ramsay administra- 
tion.” 

He added that was all he had to say onthe 
subject except that “the intimation was a 
lie.” 

The articles which have appeared of late 
in the Chronicle on the subject of Altgeld 
have contained not one intimation or in- 
sinuation only, butmany. There have been 
hints about “unpublished memoranda” 
and innuendoes about wrongdoing in tlie 
grain inspection department. The question 
has been asked suggestively why Altgeld 
said nothing to the Legislature about the 
Ramsay defalcations, and there have been 
some insinuations about dealings with 
country banks. None of these points does 
Altgeld touch. 

He does not begin to cover the ground

say was State Treasurer. His silence is 
unsatisfactory, especially in view of the fact 
that, according to the Chronicle, he can 
give “accurate information ”’ on all those

Its effect is to take 
away from five Chicago banks—the Illinois 
National, Chicago National, Corn Ex- 
change, Fort Dearborn, and Metropolitan 
National—the right to recover from the 
Ramsay estate money which they as bonds- 
men paid into the State Treasury to make 


good his defalcation.

IMPROPER CARE OF THE INSANE. 


Chief of Police Badenoch Criticises 
Action of County Board. 

Restriction upon the admission of pa- 
tients into the County Detention Hospital 
has started Chief of Police Badenoch after 
the County Board. 

He says his department is handicapped 
by the manner in which the board is acting, 
and that the persons themselves who are 
refused admittance to the Detention Hospi- 
tal are injured by the lack of proper care. 

The subject has often come up for solu- 
tion by the Chief, and he has, it is asserted, 
attempted to correct thé evil through the 


County Board, but has failed. : 


Yesterday morning the matter was again 
brought to his attention by City Prosecuting 
Attorney Tatge. Mr. Tatge was called to 
the Desplaines Sireet Police Station and 
found there a man named Carr, who, to his 
mind, is clearly a candidate for the Deten- 
tion Hospital. He was taken by the police 
on the streets as violently insane, and re- 
moved to the Detention Hospital. There the 
County Physician refused to, permit his re- 
ception on the ground the man was not prop- 
erly committed, although the City Physician 
pronounced him insane. He was then re- 
turned to the police station, and is being 
held, pending the meeting of the Insane 
Court tomorrow. 

Attorney Tatge said the man is in a pit- 
fable condition, constantly tears his cloth- 
ing off, and attempts to do himself violence. 
The police are not equipped to properly care 
for him, and he is in no way receiving the 
attention which he requires. 

Regarding this case Chief Badenoch yes- 
terday said: 

“It is an outrage the way the County 
Board acts in this matter. I have brought 
the matter before the County Board before, 
and will do so again, now that this case at 
the Desplaines Street Station has shown 
up. If I have any influence in the matter 
— will be done, for it is a crying 
evil,”’ 


TIGHTENING COILS ABOUT WHITE. 


Those Whe Identified Marshall Mur- 

der Suspects Make Sworn Statements. 

With the firm belief of the guilt of Clar- 
ence White, the alleged murderer of Thomas 
J. Marshall, proprietor of the Golden Rule 
dry goods store, the police devoted most of 
their attention yesterday to strengthen- 
ing the evidence against Phe men under ar- 
rest. 

But little progress was made in this re- 
spect, although some additional evidence 
was obtained concerning the habits of 
White. May Carney and Maggie Mulcahey 
were two of the new witnesses who were ex- 
amined in the. case. They are both ac- 
quainted with the men under suspicion, and 
will be called upon to testify when the case 
comes totrial. They live at No. 40 Congress 
street. The identification-by the Scotch 
woman, Mrs. John Dowe, whose home is at 
No. 6383 West Madison street, is valuable, 
and will constitute a great portion of the 
evidence which the police will submit to 
the grand jury. 

Most of the witnesses who identified Clar- 
ence White, Frank Carpenter, Charles Gur- 
ney, and George Taylor were summoned 
to the Desplaines Street Police Station yes- 
terday, where they made out sworn state- 
ments concerning the suspects. Another 
effort of the police was to break down the 
alibi established by the suspects. Men have 
been working on the case both in this city 
and in Whiting, Ind., where the prisoners 
claim to have been on the night of the mur- 
der. Several Witnesses who are well ac- 
quainted with the men swear they saw 
them in the city during the night, and most 
of their time can be accounted for.

RINAKER LIKELY WILL NOT GET HIS 
SEAT DURING THIS SESSION. 


Beenuse of Downing’s Injunction the 
Republican Contestant from the 
Sixteenth Illinois District Was 
Obliged to Rely on an Unofficial 
ally of the Votes at the Recount— 
House Is Opposed to Accepting That 
Evidence as Suflicient. 

Washington, D. C., May 12.—(Special.J— 

If a vote had been taken when the House 


adjourned at 5 o’clock this afternoon it would [¢ 


have gone hard with Gen. John I. Rinaker 
in his contest with Finis E. Downing for the 
possession of the seat from the Sixteenth 
Illinois District.. The entire afternoon was 

‘given up to the case, and a vote will not be 
reached until several hours after the begin- 
ning of the session.tomorrow. All the mem- 
bers of the Illinois delegation are anxious 
as to the outcome, for the fact has developed 
that there is a large contingent among the 
Republicans, including some of the most in- 
fluential members of the House, who are op- 
posed to seating Gen. Rinaker on the evi- 
dence submitted to the committee. 

This does not mean that there is any dan- 

* ger of a decision in favor of Downing. 

On the contrary, the minérity report, for 
the adoption of which the Republican re- 
monstrators are contending, only provides 
for sendnig the case back to the committee 
with instructions to have a recount of bal- 
lots during. the recess. 

A strong argument against Rinaker was 
made by Moody of Massachusetts, and as 
he proceéded it was evident there would be 
a large number of Republicans join with the 


Democrats in opposition to a decision at the 


present session. 

etwas Hinges on a Tally. 

Gn. Rinaker’s whole case depends on an 
unofficial tally which was kept in his be- 
half while the ballots for County Treasur- 
er.were being recounted in Macoupin Coun- 
ty. This unofficial tally was kept in @he last 
twenty-five of thirty-six districts by Mr. 
L. C: Murphy. The point made by Moody 
and his’ follwers is, while they have con- 
fidence in Murphy’s honesty, they do not 
believe he was in a position to make a re- 
liable count while the ballots were being 
considered for another office. In any event 
they say it would not do to give a man a seat 
in Congress on anything except official testi- 
mony. They therefore demand that the bal- 
lots shall be recounted, and this demand is 
having such weight that very grave doubts 
are being expressed tonight whether Gen. 
ga will be seated at the present ses- 
sion, 

His friends will make a vigorous attack 
the first thing tomorrow, and speeches will 
be made by Hopkins, Cannon, and Connel- 
ly of Illinois and Col. Hepburn of Iowa. 
They will lay st on the fact that Down- 
ing, by securing an injunction against the 
counting ofthe ballots, kept Gen. Rinaker 
from access to the official records until aft- 
er the time for taking testimony in the con- 
test had. ren expired. Thus, they say, 
Rinaker was obliged to rely on unofficial 
counts, and they urge it would be a great 
injustice to him at this late day to defer mat- 
ters still further and go into a recount of the 

- ballots, thus keeping him out of his seat 
until the short session and allowing Down- 
ing all the privileges ef the seat in the mean- 
while. 

As it is a fact, which may not be brought 
out in the debate, however, that when the 
case first came up in the committee Down- 
ing was still opposed to a recount, and only

RESPONSIBILITY PUT ON CLEVELAND 


Senate Leaves the Santa Monica Prob- 
lem for the President. 
Washington, D. ,C.. May 12.—[Special.]— 


'C. P. Huntington's scheme to secure an ap- 


propriation for Santa Monica Harbor against 
the wishes of the California Senators and 
directly against the report of the army en- 
gineers was knocked in the head temporarily 
this afternoon. After making a long fight 
for the appropriation Senator Frye, as Chair- 
man on Commerce, voluntarily gave up the 
effort to secure a direct appropriation and 
himself offered an amendment to the river 
and harbor bill creating a special committee 
to settle the question as to whether the 
money shall be spent at Santa Monica as 
Huntington wishes, or at San Pedro as the 
army engineers have recommended and as 
the California people prefer. 

The provision made in the amendment at- 
tached to the appropriation bill is a curious 
one and probably has no parallel in this or 
any other river and harbor bill. It proposes 
to appropriate nearly three millions of dol- 
lars without specifying where the money 
shall be expended or where the proposed har- 
bor spall be created. In place of this pro- 
vision is made for the creation of a special 
committee to be composed of one engineer 
from the navy, one engineer from the geo- 
detic survey, and three civil enginéers from 
public life to be appointed by the President. 
According to the amendment as it was 
agreed to by the Senate the action of the 
commission will be final and the harbor will 
be established at whichever of thetwo places 
is agreed upon. 

Is Eyed with Suspicion. 


Some of the opponents of the Southern 
Facific railroad, not only in the Senate, but 
in the House as well, are exceedingly 
suspicious as to the outcome of this alleged 
compromise. 

All river and harbor works hitherto have 
been conducted under the direction of the 
army engineers, and yet that branch of the 
public service is specifically excluded from 
the commission. The reason for this evi- 
dently is that the army engineers for years 
back have reported persistently in favor of 
San Pedro and by inference against Santa 
Monica, and it is to be presumed they would 
do the same thing again, so they are to be 
left off the new commission, although the 
army engineers will be expected to direct 
the work after the location of the harbor 
is decided on. Attention is being called to 
the fact that the proposed committee will 
ccnsis a majority of engineers from civil 
life, ich will have a chance to overrule 
thetwo government officers. If Huntington 
can control the appointment of the threa 
civilians he will secure his harbor in spite of 
the people of California.

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BAN ON THE ARMOUR BINS 


BOARD OF TRADE DECLARES THE 
CHICAGO ELEVATORS IRREGULAR. 


Inhibition Will’ Be in Force Till July 
1—Warenvuses Now Contain Nearly 
One-Tenth of the Visible Supply of 
Wheat—Grain Cannot Be Used to 
Fill Contracts in the Pit—Effect on 
the Market—P. D. Armour Talks on 
the Situation. 


All the grain elevators in the system con- 
trolled by the Armour Elevator company in 
Chicago were deciared irregular by the 
Board of Directors of the Board of Trade 
yesterday afternoon. 

The ban on these elevators will be in force 
till July 1 next. On the moment of the act 
of the directors the elevators and all receipts 
for grain stored in them became irregular 
under the rules of the board, although not 
under the State inspection and State 
licenses. 

The elevators in the system are Elevators 
“A,” “B,” “B Annex,” “ D,” and “* D An- 
nex,”’ “ E,” and “ F.” Their total capacity 
is over 10,500,000 bushels of grain. At the 
present time there is in store in these 
houses 4,925,000 bushels of wheat, 1,636,000 
bushels of corn, 430,000 bushels of oats, and 
250,000 bushels of rye. 

The tremendous import of making this 
Vast amount of grain irregular can be seen 
when it is known that not a bushel of the 
No. 2 grade in it is now deliverable on con- 
tracts made on the Board of Trade. The 
wheat in the Armour elevators comprises 
nearly one-third of the supply in Chicago, 
and as far as business on the floor of the 
exchange is concerned this vast amount 
has passed out of sight. It will also have 
to be figured out of the visible supply, of 
which it is nearly one-tenth. The corn em- 
braced in the decision is over one-fifth of the 
entire supply in Chicago. 


Effect on the Market. 


Just what effect this will have on the 
market no one has yet figured out satisfac- 
terily, because it is impossible to anticipate 
what Mr. Armour may do with the receipts, 
and it might affect the market as easily one 
Way as another. 

The Board of Directors was in session 
over three hours, hearing witnesses and ar- 
riving at a decision. At the close the vote 
stood 15 in favor of declaring the houses ir- 
regular and only 2 against. 

The charges on which the trial was based 
were developed from deliveries made on May 
contracts by the Armour Elevator company, 
and had special reference to the Goose Isl- 
and group of houses on the North Side, com- 
prising “‘ A,” “ B,” and “ B Annex.” 

Deliveries of wheat by all the elevator peo- 
ple were heavy, and the trade discovered 
that the proportion of short or undesirable 
receipts in the Armour deliveries was un- 
usually large. An investigation was made 
and it was found that 1,200,000 bushels of 
wheat had been moved from one part of the 
North Side elevator system to an- 
other, and receipts ‘against this quan- 
tity so dated that they became juat 
regular on delivery day. Any one getting re- 
ceipts just regular on May 1 was obliged to 
dispose of them that'day or be subject to 
one-fourth cent additional storage. 


Story of the Case. 


It is customary for grain men. in making 
deliveries to sort out short receipts, but the 
trade jumped to the conclusion in the 
Armour case that short receipts had been 
manufactured for their benefit. Warehouses 
“A” and ‘“B” are really one house divided 
by a fire wall and. are on the river front. 
is the house erected under the 
stress of the Cudahy corner some years ago 
and has no water communication, but loads 
yessels through the river or working house. 
The group has been considered as a single 
house by the State Inspection Department, 
and is operated by a single power system. 
For purposes of insurance and in being made 
regular by the Board of Trade the group is 
considered as three houses. 

In the investigation of the delivery ques- 
tion it was found that wheat from one house 
had been transferred over a belt conveyor 
to another without inspection: that the old 
receipts had been canceled and the new 
ones, which proved undesirable on delivery 
day, issued. There was no novelty about 
the matter, as such transfers have been 
made @ver since the annex was built and 
apparently with full understanding of the 
Inspection Department. 

Violation of State Law. 


The complaint was that the State law had 
been violated in one of two ways. If the 
group of houses is to be considered as a sin- 
gle house the new receipts should have car- 
ried the dates of the old. If there was more 
than one house the grain should have been 
irspected. There was no suggestion of 
fraud in the transfers, and when the charge 
of sharp practice in deliveries was made P. 
D. Armour, who had no knowledge that the 
methods of transfer were faulty or question- 
able, ordered settlement to be made with all 
parties who suffered loss in the matter. The 
explanations of the officials of the inspec- 
tion department were a little hazy as to de- 
tails, but were inclined to sustain the posi- 
tion of the department and the elevator 
company in allowing such transfers to be 
made. . 

The main witnesses examined were Chief 
State Grain Inspector Andrews and one of 
the chief clerks in the State Grain 
Registry Department. Copies of the 
records of the Register’s office were 
presented, showing the precise move- 
ment of the recé&tpts through the State of- 
ficials’ hands. 

The examination of E. J. Martyn, George

officials, swan the only ones called, although 

over a dozen others had been summoned. 

Amotg those summoned but not examined 
were R. E. Pratt, Abram Poole, Cc. B. Van 
Kirk, H. J. Patton, and J. H. Milne. These 
members of the Board of Trade were among 
the holders of the receipts in question. They 
were not called because the Armour repre- 
sentatives admitted what they were expect- 

rove. 

“The art of the rules on which the Board 
of Directors based its authority for the de- 
cision was Sec. 1 of Rule 21, which states 
that nothing contained in the rules shall 
prevent the directors from declaring any 
warehouse, or the receipts thereof, irregular 
at any time for violation or non-compliance 
with.the laws of the State or any of the rules 
of the Board of Trade. 

There was great surprise expressed on all 
sides when it was found that the receipts 
in the houses became irregular imme- 
diately. It was thought generaliy 
that the grain in houses declared 
irregular was still regular under the rules 
for six months, but a close study of the rules 
proved that the six-months margin applied 
only when houses were not again made regu- 
lar by the board atthe expiration of the 
time wherein they had been regular. When 
they were declared irregular for cause the 
time limit need not be allowed. 


President Baker’s View. 


President Baker declined to discuss the 
evidence after the meeting or go into the 
grounds on which the decision was based. 
He stated that the rules of the board clearly 
gave the directors sufficient authority to act 
as they did, and that in view of the facts he 
considered the discipline in no sense too 
severe. He commented upon the overwhelm- 
ing vote in favor of the decision as con- 
clusive proof that the evidence against the 
Armour Elevator company was indubitable. 

President Baker was asked if damages 
might not accrue to holders of receipts 
for grain in the elevators declared irregular 
because those receipts are not now negotie- 
ble on the board. 

“ All I can say,” he replied, ‘‘ is that the 
grain in those houses is now irregular till 
July lat least, and holders of receipts took 
such receipts at their ownrisk. Itis similar 
to a case of fire. It is one of the things that 
is Hable to happen. If a man happens to have 
5,000 bushels of grain in those houses the 
board is not responsible.”’ 


P. D. Armour Talks. 


*““I do not care to talk about the case at 
all,”” said P. D. Armour last night. ‘‘ The 
directory has peculiar powers and has seen 
fit to exercise them in the extreme. There 
is no suggestion of fraud anywhere in the 
whole matter, and if our methods have been 
faulty the posiiion of the Inspection Depart- 
ment has been wrong. The system of trans- 
ferring grain was figured out in conjunction 
with the department and has been in vogue 
ever since the house was built. I personally 
had no knowledge of the transfers and issue 
of receipts on which the complaints were 
based, but so soon as I learned that there 
was any dissatisfaction I ordered settle- 
ments made with the people who considered 
themselves damaged.”’ 


MURRY NELSON EOSES HIS CASE. 


Supreme Court Decides in Favor ofthe 
Board of Trade, 

The Supreme Court at Ottawa, IIll., yester- 
day handed down a decision reversing and 
remanding the rulings of the Appellate and 
Superior Courts in Chicago in the vase of 
the Board of Trade against Murry Nelson, 
thus sustaining the board and ordering a 
dismissal of the original petition. 

The court further held that from the fact 
that Nelson submitted to a trial of his cause 
by the directors of the Board of Trade, 
which, in fact, was his own tribunal, the 
courts had no authority to pass upon the 
validity of the actions of the board in at- 
tempting to sustain its by-laws. 

It was generally conceded in Board of 
Trade circles that the decision of the Su- 
preme Court was final, but Mr. Nelson does 
not think so. This decision undoubtedly 
went a long way toward giving the Board 
of Trade backbone in dealing with the Ar- 
mour case. 

The decision in the Nelson matter is the 
outcome of a long fight between Mr. Nelson 
and the board, and at present a decision 
rendered by the Board of Directors of the 
Board of Trade nearly two years ago in 
which Mr. Nelson was suspended for. ten 
years stands, and he is deprived of priv- 
lleges as a member of the board. 

Two years ago all the elevator concerns 
signed an agreement to reduce storage 
charges. The Nationa] Elevator and Dock 
company, of which Mr. Nelson is President, 
signed the agreement by the hand of its 
Secretary, J. B. Wayman. Mr. Nelson was 
out of town at the time, and when he re- 
turned he stated openly that his company 
would not stand by the agreement. 

Accordingly the National Elevator com- 
pany did not reduce its storage charges on 
the time specified. Thereupon Mr. Nelson 
was suspended by the Board of Directors on 
the charge of unmercantile conduct. 

He brought suit against the board for rein- 
Statement, and the case was decided against 
him. He appealed to the Appellate Court, 
which decided against the board. The board 
carried the case-to the Supreme Court, with 
the result already stated. 

Murry Nelson had the following to say rel- 
ative to the decision: 

“I haven’t seen the opinion and know 
only that it was againstme. When my law- 
yers see the thing in full we can say what 
we can do about it. I do not consider this 
as finalbyany means. Thtre are such things 
as new trials and rehearings, and I do not 
think the board needs do any crowing yet.”

‘I ‘cannot tell when the 
Union Loop will be able to construct its 
southern connecting link across Van Buren 
street. I cannot be sure it ever will be able 
to do so. Guessing is not my forte. I have 
opinions regarding only those things I know. 
But, with or without the Van Buren street 
link, the Union Loop will be ready for serv- 
ice withing a month. . 2 | 

“Ina fortnight the Wabash avenue branch 
will be completed. A week later the Fifth 
avenue side can be in operation. _If the work 
is pushed to the utmost early June should 
see trains running on both these lines. 

‘* Now, here,” continued the man who says 
the protecting caress of Mother Earth will 
greet him in old Greenwood befGre Levi and 
Joseph Leiter see the Union Loop south of 
Van Buren street, “you newspaper men 
keep on insisting the Van Buren street prop- 
erty-owners are opposed to our plans to 
build across in that street. That is all 
wrong. The property-owners are for us and 
not againgt us. 

Small Minority Makes the Fight. 

‘‘ A small minority, a mere coterie, a fac- 
tion, a half dozen, have made the fight. They 
had their own interests to subserve and the 
public thoroughly understands what those 
interests are.

Other 
property-holders are willing to sign also, but

Right to String Trolley Wires. 


Jt would not be to Mr. Yerkes’ “* L”’ lines 
alone a palpable advantage to make use of 
the loop’s west, north, and east sides. The 
Napoleon of surface line transportation in 
Chicago long ago provided himself with a 
blanket ordinance under which he possesses 
authorization to string trolley wires beneath 
any ‘“‘L” road structure he may control 
and to run trolley cars thereunder. A sim- 
ple permit to put up the wires is all that is 
necessary to put this franchise in operation. 
The netWork of trolley lines which spreads 
out north and n®rthwest like a fan would 
thus be enabled to run down Fifth avenue 
to any point as far south as Harrison with- 
out the necessity of calling into requisition 
either cable or horse power. The North 
Side trolley lines, crossing the river at Wells 
street under the egis of the Northwestern 
‘‘L” and the blanket ordinance, reach State 
street at least. Givén a trackage arrange- 
ment with the Chicago City railway they 
could go south on State to Harrison. 

On Friday a Yerkes trolley invaded Madi- 
son street at Canal and calmly carried West 
Side cars eastward across the river on the 
big artery leading to the West Side. It is 
not far from.the Madison street bridge to

Illinois Supreme Court So Decides in 
a Property Case.

In 1841 in Maryland Allen Butler, a slave, 
married Mary Ann House, a free negro 
woman. After securing his freedom, in 1854, 
he took a new wife in Ohio. He died in- 
testate, leaving children by both wives. The 
court holds that the children by the second 
wife are the heirs.

Daniel MceCarthy, a Printer, Is the Ux- 
ecricide—Tragedy Occurs at the 
Tliome of the Victim’s Mother—Se- 
quel to Two Years of Married Life— 
wo Bullets from a Revolver Do 
the Deadly Work—Murderer Flees 
from the Scene of the Tragedy. 

Srink and resultant domestic infelicity 
are responsible for the murder of Addie Mc- 

Carthy yesterday morning at No. 243 Illinois 

street. 
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The murderer fs the dead woman’s hus- 
band, Daniel McCarthy, a printer in the em- 
ploy of Poole Bros., No. 316 Dearborn street. 
The scene of the tragedy is the home of Mrs. 
McCarthy’s mother, and where she had 
taken refuge on the night of May 3, having 
fled from the frenzy of her husband, who 
had appeared at his home, No. 2311 Dearborn 
street, under the influence of liquor, and 
offered his wife violence. Mrs. McCarthy 
left the flat where she and her husband lived 
only after she had been forced to the street. 
With the door of her home locked upon her 
she repaired to the dwelling of her mother. 

When McCarthy’s debauch was over, it is 

‘said, he called repeatedly at the home of his 
mother-in-law and requested Mrs. McCarthy 
to return and take up life again with him. 
*Driven to despair by abuse dating from the 
time the couple were married, two years 
ago, the young wife informed her husband 
she would live with him no more. 


Threats of Harm. 

On one of these recent vists McCarthy, it 
is said, told the janitor of the building, Phil 
Murphy, there woul@ be trouble soon. 

Mrs. Barbara Grover is the mother of the 
murdered woman. She conducts a boarding- 
house in the three-story flat building where 
the tragedy occurred. She met McCarthy 

in the basement of 
the house yesterday 
morning and in an- 
swer to her inquiries 
as to what he was 
doing there was told 
he meant to see his 
wife about paying a 
washing bill, as he 
could ‘not do it. 

Mrs. Grover, fear- 
ing trouble, followed 
the man up-stairs to 
where Mrs. McCar- 
thy was at work 
cleaning house, and 
stood immediately 
behind him when he 

Mrs. Addie McCarthy. drew a revolver and 

fired two shots at her daughter. 
, Before the execution of his deed the mur- 
derer reproached the woman for refusing to 
live with him, and while she was holding 
out her hands in both forgiveness and sup- 
plication he fired. 

One bullet entered the left cheek and an- 
other pierced the head back of the right ear. 
Killed Instantly. 

Mre. McCarthy sank to the floor dead. 
After firing a third shot the murderer ran 


through a back door, down the alley to State 
street, south on State to Indiana, down

The police thought the murderer would 
seek to make his way to Cincinnati, where 
he has friends, and the authorities there 
were wired to be on the lookout. 

The murderer is 82 years of age. His 
wife was aged 20. McCarthy is of short 
stature, inclined to fleshiness, and is said to 
be, when sober, a man of gentlemanly de-
